Archbishop 
under fire 
served in 
Edmonton 


O No criminal charges have been filed in abuse case 


A Canadian Orthodox archbishop is 
being investigated on allegations of sexu¬ 
al misconduct stemming from more than 
20 years ago when he was a priest in 
Winnipeg. 

The Orthodox Church in America 
(OCA) said in a news release that 
Archbishop Seraphim of Ottawa, the 
head of the church’s Canadian 
archdiocese, asked for and was granted a 
three-month leave as of last Friday. 

“Having also seen my physician, I was 
informed that this leave is rather 
overdue,” he wrote. “It is my intention 
and hope to maintain as much solitude 
and silence as possible.” 

The archbishop, 64, had posted a letter 
on the archdiocese’s website last week 
suggesting the reason for his leave was 
health issues. 

According to a biography of Seraphim 
on the church’s website, he was born 
Kenneth William Storheim in Edmonton. 

He served as a priest in Alberta, North 
Carolina and London, Ont., between 1981 
and 1984, when he became rector of Holy

Trinity Sobor in Winnipeg, where he 
served until 1987. 

He became an auxiliary bishop of Ed¬ 
monton in 1987, and became ruling bish¬ 
op of the archdiocese in 1990. He was 
elevated to the rank of archbishop of Ot¬ 
tawa and Canada in 2007. 

Melanie Salcoda of the U.S.-based Sur¬ 
vivors’ Network of Those Abused by 
Priests, or SNAP, said her group has been 
urging the church to investigate the alle¬ 
gations for some time. 

She said a colleague from SNAP 
contacted the church at the time and 
asked why no investigation had been 
launched.

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Canada pulling

O Canadian troops leaving at ‘critical time,’ says NATO 
chief of operations O Withdrawal planned for next year 


Canada’s planned with¬ 
drawal of troops from 
Kandahar next year 
threatens to undermine 
progress being made in 
the volatile Afghan 
province, a senior NATO 
officer said yesterday. 

Coalition and Afghan 
forces in Kandahar have in 
recent months launched a 
multi-pronged offensive 
against Taliban insurgents. 

Many see the operation, 
dubbed Hamkari, as the in¬ 
ternational community’s 
last chance to bring stabili¬ 
ty to southern Afghanistan. 

NATO’s chief of opera¬ 
tions for southern 
Afghanistan, Col. Dave Bel- 
lon, said the Canadian 
withdrawal, which will oc-

“I’ll shoot you straight; 
it’s going to hurt us,” Bel¬ 
lon said. “That means we’re 
going to take an already 
stretched force and stretch 
it farther.” 

The vast majority of 
Canada’s combat troops 
are currently based in Pan¬ 
jwaii, a largely rural dis¬ 
trict southwest of 
Kandahar city known as a 
Taliban stronghold. 

The Canadian battle 
group is being used to 
block their access to the 
city as U.S. forces push the 
Taliban down from neigh¬ 
bouring Zhari district.

Thief says

A thief is testifying he 
feared for his life when a 
Toronto Chinatown grocer 
chased him down, tied 
him up and threw him in¬ 
to a van. 

Anthony Bennett — 
who pleaded guilty last 
year to stealing $60 worth 
of flowers — says shop¬ 
keeper David Chen could 
have just walked him back 
to the store. 

“I didn’t know if these

Chen testified yesterday. 

“Why couldn’t we just 
walk back to the store? 
Why did they put me in the 
van? 

“I was in fear for my 
life.” 

Bennett took the wit¬ 
ness stand as Chen’s trial 
on confinement and as¬ 
sault charges got under¬ 
way. 

He admitted to stealing 
flowers from Chen’s store 
in May 2009 and then re¬ 
turning about an hour lat¬ 
er, when he was caught.

Economy to strengthen: IMF 

O Combined, advanced economies such as the United States and Europe are forecast to grow

likely strengthen the rest 
of this year and in 2011 as 
China and other emerging 
powers offset weakness in 
the United States and Eu¬ 
rope. 

Canada will continue to 
lead the United States in 
terms of growth, accord¬ 
ing to the latest outlook of 
the International Mone¬ 
tary Fund, but the IMF’s es¬ 
timates for both countries 
has been lowered since the 
previous outlook in July. 


The IMF predicts the 
world economy will ex¬ 
pand overall by 4.8 per 
cent this year and 4.2 per 
cent next year. 

That would far surpass 
last year’s 0.6 per cent de¬ 
cline, the worst since the 
Second World War ended 
in 1945. The IMF’s forecast 
for worldwide growth this 
year is 0.2 percentage 
points more than its previ¬ 
ous estimate in July.

The five-year strategic 
plan calls for the Toronto- 
based company, one of 
Canada’s largest food pro¬ 
ducers, to increase spend¬ 
ing on “strategic” 
initiatives — a total of 
$755 million from this 
year through 2013. 

Initial changes will in¬ 
clude pricing adjustments 
and tweaking of its promo¬

Currency 
war threat 
to recovery: 
Flaherty 

An international currency 
war is threatening the 
global recovery, Canadian, 
U.S. and other officials 
warned yesterday. 

The issue appears to be 
coming to a head in 
advance of tomorrow’s 
finance meetings in Wash¬ 
ington involving the G7 
countries and the Interna¬ 
tional Monetary Fund. 

“There is a danger here 
that countries that have 
currencies that trade freely 
are disadvantaged by 
certain interventions that 
are made by other 
countries, and by inflexibil¬ 
ity by certain currencies,” 
said federal Finance Minis¬ 
ter Jim Flaherty. 

“We don’t want these 
kinds of distortions in cur¬ 
rency values or distortions 
in trading relations.” 

U.S. Treasury Secretaiy 
Timothy Geithner was far 
more blunt, calling out 
countries like China that 
have built a powerful 
export-based economy on 
what experts say are 
artificially depressed 
currencies. 

He said the issue is so 
critical that the call by 
emerging countries for a 
bigger role at the IMF 
should be tied to their will¬ 
ingness to adopt more flex¬ 
ible exchange rates.

Trent Reznor were both 
central figures in the hey¬ 
day of music videos, their 
most significant collabora¬ 
tion has come years later — 
not on MTV but in one of 
the most acclaimed films of 
the year. 

Reznor — with producer 
Atticus Ross — provides the 
dark score to The Social Net¬ 
work, Fincher’s film about 
the rise of Facebook, the so¬ 
cial networking behemoth. 


Like Jonny Greenwood’s 
score to Paul Thomas An¬ 
derson’s There Will Be 
Blood, Reznor’s soundtrack 
adds an ominous, unmis¬ 
takable layer to The Social 
Network. 

Reznor was pleased, he 
says, that his score “made 
it a shade darker.” 

Before coming together 
for The Social Network, 
Reznor and Fincher ran in 
similar circles. 

In the late 1980s and 


1990s, Fincher was one of 
the most sought after music 
video directors, while 
Reznor and his industrial 
one-man band, Nine Inch 
Nails, often worked with 
the form’s best artists — no¬ 
tably for the video to Closer, 
directed by Mark Romanelc. 

Reznor and Fincher had 
tried many times to do a 
video project together. “We 
talked about him scoring a 
film,” Fincher says. 

Fincher didn’t direct a 


Nine Inch Nails video until 
2005 (Only), though he did 
use a version of Closer for 
the opening credits of his 
1995 film Se7en. The two 
also discussed a Broadway 
adaptation of Fincher’s 
1999 movie Fight Club, 
which wasn’t realized. 

When Fincher ap¬ 
proached Reznor last fall 
with the idea of scoring The 
Social Network, Reznor — 
looking for time off after 
just completing a Nine Inch 


Nails farewell tour and get¬ 
ting married — turned him 
down. He was also initially 
apprehensive. 

“Any skepticism was 
based purely on hearing the 
sentence, ‘It’s a movie about 
Facebook,”’ says Reznor, 
who was rapidly convinced 
by Aaron Sorkin’s script and 
Fincher’s intentions. “Any 
fear I had that it was trend¬ 
hopping or zietgeisty quick¬ 
ly evaporated.”

Edmonton’s retail market 
is keeping steady with 
some bright numbers in 
higher-priced home sales 
though a high inventory is 
a potential worry, statistics 
show. 

“Residential real estate 
in Edmonton is fairly sta¬ 
ble as far as pricing goes. 
We had a rapid increase in 
sales at the beginning of 
the year because of finan¬ 
cial incentives offered, 
though things have lev¬ 
elled out now,” said Jon 
Hall of the Realtors Associ¬ 
ation of Edmonton. 

The average single-fami¬ 
ly dwelling in Edmonton 
sold for $370,000 in 2010, 
up slightly from the 
$367,000 average in 2009 
while the average price of 
a condominium dipped 


down to $239,000 in 2010 
from $244,000 in 2009. 

Larger and more expen¬ 
sive homes are still driving 
the city’s real estate mar¬ 
ket, Hall says, suggesting 
the city’s western half is 
still the place to buy in if 
you can afford it.

For example, in the 
south-western neighbour¬ 
hood of Falconer Heights 
where prices and homes 
tend to be larger, homes 
average between $400,000 
and $650,000 in price yet 
sell in just 22 days on aver¬ 
age, much faster than the 
city’s 57-day average.

said. “We came up with 
this plan years ago, and 
fortunately ownership 
stood by it.

Spending on 
goalies falls 
out of fashion 


Last spring’s playoffs left 
many in hockey, including 
its general managers, won¬ 
dering what is the point of 
throwing multimillions at 
big-name goaltenders. 

Jaroslav Halalc was earn¬ 
ing $800,000 US when he 
led the Montreal Canadi¬ 
ens to the Eastern Confer¬ 
ence final, where they lost 
to a Philadelphia team 
with budget-priced veter¬ 
ans Michael Leighton and 
Brian Boucher. 

The Flyers in turn lost to 
the Chicago Blaclchawlcs 
and their little-lcnown 
goalie Antti Niemi. 

The big-money boys — 
Roberto Luongo, Martin 
Brodeur, Evgeni Nabokov 
and the rest — went home 
early, while others, like 
Cristobal Huet in Chicago, 
Jose Theodore in Washing¬ 
ton and Tim Thomas in 
Boston, had lost the start¬ 
ing jobs to younger, cheap¬ 
er netminders. 

The results suggested 
there was money to be 
saved in going with youth 
and using the extra cash to 
put a better team in front 
of them. 

And the prospects of a 
goalie landing a big, multi¬ 
year contract weren’t 
helped by the glut of puck- 
stoppers on the free agent 
market in the summer. If 
anything, teams were shed¬ 
ding expensive goalies,

with San Jose’s Nabokov 
heading for St. Petersburg 
in the KHL and Huet 
shipped to Switzerland. 

It is into that financial 
environment that Florida 
Panthers veteran Tomas 
Vokoun may go as he plays 
out the final season of a 
four-year deal that pays an 
average of $5.7 million per 
year. With super-prospect 
Jacob Markstrom waiting 
in the wings, there is al¬ 
ready talk of Vokoun being 
dealt at the trade deadline 
if the Panthers are out of 
the playoff race. 

But the 34-year-old is 
convinced it’s a passing 
fad. 

“Next spring there could 
be a $6-million goalie win¬ 
ning the Stanley Cup and 
the Conn Smythe and then 
everybody’s going to say 
something totally differ¬ 
ent,” said Vokoun. 

“But now, for me, it’s 
not so much about money, 
so I’m sure I’ll find a spot.” 
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Talk about a post-season 
debut. 

Roy Halladay threw the 
second no-hitter in post¬ 
season history, leading the 
Philadelphia Phillies over 
the Cincinnati Reds 4-0 in 
Game 1 of the NL division 
series yesterday. 


Don Larsen is the only 
other pitcher to throw a 
post-season no-hitter. He 
threw a perfect game for 
the New York Yankees in 
the 1956 World Series 
against Brooklyn. The 54th 
anniversary of Larsen’s 
gem is tomorrow. 

“It’s surreal, it really is,” 
Halladay said. “I just want¬ 
ed to pitch here, to pitch in 
the post-season. To go out 
and have a game like that, 
it’s a dream come true.” 

Halladay took the Year 
of the Pitcher into the post¬ 
season. The excitement 
spread beyond Citizens 
Bank Park — the last two 
outs were shown on the 
video board at Target Field, 
where the Twins were 
preparing to play the Yan¬ 


kees, and Minnesota fans 
cheered. 

The all-star right-han¬ 
der, who tossed a perfect 
game at Florida May 29, 
dominated the Reds with a 
sharp fastball and a devas¬ 
tating slow curve in his 
first playoff start.

Halladay became the 
fifth pitcher to throw 
two no-hitters in the 
same year. He joined 
Nolan Ryan (1973), 
Virgil Trucks ( 1952 ),

Unlike Berra, Ruiz didn’t 
wrap up his pitcher in a 
bear hug. 

Phillies aces Roy Oswalt 
and Cole Hamels ran out of 
the dugout side-by-side to 
congratulate the other 
member of Philadelphia’s 
Big 3.
